THE CHAIRMAN. 


The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the 
report said that he thought that he conld con- 
gratulate the Society upon having, survived a 
period of suspended animation. They hoped now to 
enter npon a new life of activity and usefulness, 
and would resume their regular show in May. 
They trusted that it would be a great success, and 
that the membership of the Society would ‘increase. 
A large wumber of the general public were under 
the impression that those engaged in agriculture 
had made phenominal fortunes during the past 
few years. They all knew that the cost of agri- 
cultural produce was very hich, but there was 
another side to the account, and if the receipts had 
invreased enormously, they were all painfully aware 
that. their expenses had increased in at least 
equal proportion under the headings of labour, 
machinery, manures, and feeding stuffs, every one of 
which had doubled or trebled since the pre-war period. 
When most farmers came to balance up their 
accounts the profits were not quite so enormous 
ae the general public were inclined to believe. 
At all events, more attention had been bestowed 
upon agriculiwre during the past four years than 
it received for many years before. 

Mr. C. Dwunbar-Baller, D.L., in seconding the 
motion, said that they could congratulate them- 
selves and agriculture generally upon the fact that 
Mr. Barrie had been appointed Vice-President of 
the Department. He thought that it was a very 
great thing, for it was the firet time that they 
had had a man at all in sympathy with the agri- 
culturist. No doubt, the late Vice-President of 
the Department was prepared to do. his duty, 
bat he did not think that Sir Thomas Russell 
had the least sympathy with them, and he doubted 
whether his knowledge wae greater than his sym- 
pathy. In the year that was coming it was a 
ood thing to have as head of the Agricultura! 
epartment a man, not only in sympathy with 
them, but one who knew the wants of the lecmne, 
aed knew how they can met. They wonld 
have to face a future jn which prices were not 
fixed. They would have to take what they got, 
which was, as they knew, something different from 
what the Government was prepared to give them. 
They would have to go back to the conditions 
exieting before the war, but he hoped that agricul- 
ture would never be so neglected again by their 
statesmen.

COLONEL RUTHERFORD AND THE 
PHOTOGRAPHS. 
REMARKABLE EVIDENCE. 


The charge against Lieutenant-Colonel Nor- 
man Cecil Rutherford, D.8.0. R.A.MLC., of 
wilfully merdering Major Miles

i. Miss Winifred Lowth, maid at Colonel Ruther- 

ford’s house at Carshalton, deposed that the 
Colonel had a drawer in a chest which he al- 
| ways kept locked. The last time that she saw 
i the chest of drawers was on the evening of 
13th January, the day of the tragedy, and 
since then the drawer had been removed from 
the chest. When she, packed: Colonel Ruther- 
ford’s bag on January 13th, the prisoner told 
her not to lock it, as he wished to put in some 
cigars. She had noticed letters, coins and cart- 
ridges in the drawer” The witness saw the cart- 
ridges on January 7, the day after the Colonel 
returned from France. She. now identified two 
cartridges produced as similar to those which 
she sgw in the Colonel’s bedroom. The wit- 
ness remembered staying at “ The Greyhound,” 
at Carshalton with Mrs. Rutherford in July of 
lat year, and saw Major Seton there upon one 
occasion. At that time there were two postal 
deliveries in Carshalton, one about half-past 
eight in the morning and the other about 7 
o'clock in the evening. The witness knew Major 
Seton’s handwriting, and she had seen letters 
in that handwriting delivered through the post, 
and had handed them to Mrs. Rutherford, who 
usually posted her letters herself, though some- 
times witness posted them. 

Did you at any time, at Carshalton place, 
see any photograph of Major Seton? Yes, in 
the drawingroom in a frame. 

When did you last see it in the drawingroom? 
It was a few days before the Colonel came 
home. ' 

What was done with it? I took it away at 
Mrs. Rutherford’s request, and put it in my 
own room. The photographs of any men in 
the house were being burnt or destroyed. 
Colonel Rutherford burnt the photographs when 
we were at Trith Manor; he burnt several. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Travers Hum- 
phreys, the witness said that the first time that 
sho saw Colonel Rutherford was in July, 1916, 
when he was home on sick leave from France. 
She knew that he suffered terribly from eczema. 
She could not remember ever having seen Major 
Seton at Hanover House while Colonel Ruther- 
fori was away. 

Mr. Travers Humphreys—There was no sort 
of secrecy about Major Seton staying at Car- 
shalton place over the Christmas? No. 

Have you ever seen anything to suggest to 
you that there was any improper intimacy be- 
tweer, Mrs. Rutherford and Major Seton? No. 

Did you have any reason given why Colonel 
Rutherford destroyed those photographs? No. 

MILITARY RECORD OF THE DEATH, 

Lieutenant-Colonel Charlton Yeatman, ín 
Command of No. 1 Australian Auxiliary Hos- 
pital, Farefield, produced the leave book: for 
December 23, showing Major Seton’s address as 
Carshalton place, and Sir A. Bodkin said that 
there were letters found on the body bearing 
the same address. j , 

Major Barbeur put in Major Seton’s various 
appointments. The last record was: “ Acci- 
dentally killed, January 13, 1919.” 

A GOVERNESS’S EVIDENCE. 

Miss Janet Hodgeon, at present engaged as a 
nurse, next called, said that she was formerly 
in the household of Mrs. Rutherford as a 
governess. She entered that employment in 
1910. She first met Major Seton two years 
ago at Hanover House. Major Seton called 
there the same time as the witness. She 
thought that would be in January, 1917. Aftér 
she had met Major Seton at Hanover House 
she again went back to Frith Manor as a 
visitor. She went again in August, 1917, 
when Colonel Rutherford was not at home, 
Mrs. Rutherford and myself, the witness 
continued, met Major Seton by appointment 
in town once while Colonel Rutherford was 
away, and once while he was at home. On 
the latter occasion, September 28th, 1917, we 
went up by car, met Major Seton by appoint- 
ment, and went to the Coliseum. Mrs. Ruther- 
ford had sent for Major Seton for protection. 
We returned to Frith Manor, and got back 
about midnight. Colone!] Rutherford was there. 
I went upstairs; and Mrs, Rutherford spoke to 
her husband. He appeared outwardly calm, 
but it is difficult to say what he wae feeling. 
After a couple of minutes he called me down- 
stairs, and told me that I was to leave the 
house. Mrs. Rutherford said that I was not 
to go. Colonel Rutherford said to her, “ You 
are to remain in the house you belong to,” 
and said that if I would not go he would 
put me out. I preferred to go then, rather 
than be put out, and stayed the night with 
some friends. The witness went on to explain 
that she afterwards saw Colone] Rutherford 
at Hanover House, and he then apologised to 
her. She stayed at Hanover House for some 
little time, because she did not like to leave 
Mrs. Rutherford. She first went to Carshalton 
at the beginning of October last, and at the 
end of the month accompanied Mrs, Rutherford 
to Weymouth They stayed at a hotel, .and 
saw Major Seton while they were there. ' 

At this stage the case was further adjourned 


for a week.

Arthur French and Rev. J. J. Fletcher—to the 
Mission, and to the encouraging descriptions 
that both of these experienced missionaries gave 
of the importance and thoroughness of the 
work. The home organisation of the 
Mission hag suffered loss in the removal by 
death of five valued helpers—the Rev. Dr. 
Carleton, who had been associated with the 
Mission since its foundation; Mr. J. P. 
Geoghegan, K.C., who had been a member of 
the Committee since 1897; Mr. R. H. McComas, 
Rev. Peter Wilson, Rev, T. McClelland, 

In the financial statement, read by the Hon. 
Home Secretary, in the unavoidable absence of 
Professor W. E. Thrift, Hon. Treasurer, it was 
shown that there has been a satisfactory in- 
crease in subscriptions, principally due to the 
amounts received throu f parochial collections. 
The report also stated that this condition must 
be maintained and developed if the great oppor- 
tunities before the Mission can be sewed. 

Miss E.'M, C. Jellett read the report of the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary, which, having drawn atten- 
tion to the steady and successful work being 
carried on in the hospital under Dr. Caroline 
O'Meara, and in the educational and orphanage 
departments, emphasised the fact that the cry- 
ing want of the Mission is for more workers, 
and that it wag impossible to exaggerate the 
urgency of the Áom all departments. A 
doctor, two nurses, and an educational worker 
are all rogsired- 500 work at St. Columba’s 
Hospital will suffer seriously unless there is & 
doctor to take Dr. O’Meara’s place when she 
returns home on furlough, as Dr. Eva Jellett, as 
head associate, is, of course, unable 
to devote all her time to medical 
work. The Mission appeals first to tho 
acca and students of the University of 

ublin, and then to Irish Churchwomen gene- 
rally, doctors, nurses, teachers, to volunteer for 
service. With regard to the pension fund, the 
report stated that the sum at present amounts 
to £1,255. Clogher Diocese has presented four 
War Bonds of £5 each, and it is hoped that 
other dioceses will respond also, 

The Bishop of Derry said that it was during 
his College days that both University Missions 
were founded, and he numbered among his old 
College friends some of the first members of the 
Brotherhood. The University Missions had, to 
his mind, a special claim on those who loved 
their College and desired to see her associated 
with the noble work of Christian missions. 
India’s call is especially insistent, as we are 
under the same flag, and many of her best have 
responded to the call for service in the great 
war, 

Rev. J. A. Murray, in proposing the adoption 
of the report, seid that he would like, first of 
all, to draw attention to two special funds—the 
Famine Fund, which was to meet the present 
certainty of famine among the people of their 
district, and also the Pension Fund of the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary, to provide for those who could 
no longer remain at work in the Mission. He 
appealed for more general interest in the Mis- 
sion in College and throughout Ireland, and 
would like to see in every parish a “ D.U.M.” 
Sunday; and also a Lectureship on Foreign Mis- 
sions established in Trinity. Referring to the 
importance of the work of St. Columba’s Col- 
lege, Dr. Murray pointed out that so great was 
its fame that there was not an educated Indian 
in North India who did not know the name of 
Dublin University through it. The St. Columba’s 
Hospital is the only one of its kind in the pro- 
vince. He appealed for short service men to go 
as professors in the college, and for men who 
will be prepared to offer for longer periods to 
give their time to evangelistic work among the 
villages. 

Mr. J. M. Henry, F.T.C.D., in geconding the 
report, said that there should be University 
extension not alone to Belfast, but to Asra, and 
ne there was room for the greater Trinity in 
ndia.

INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL, 


— — 


LECTURE BY MR, J. REILLY. 


In the Leinster House Lecture Hall last night 
Mr. Joseph Reilly, M.A., F.R.C.8.1., delivered 
the fifth of a series of lectures under the 
auspices of the Royal Dublin Society, dealing 
with Irish reconstruction problems. 

Speaking on “ Industria] Alcohol,’’ Mr. Reilly 
said that the large and growing demand for a 
liquid fuel to replace petrol had brought the 
question of industrial alcohol into much pro- 
minence. Continental countries were the first 
to recognise the possibility of utilising alcohol 
in the internal combustion engine. The ques- 
tion of cheap production could be solved only by 
scientific treatment ef, the whole subject, and 
by aid rather than by restriction of the Govern- 
ment authorities. Central Europe, by intensive 
cultivation of selected crops, such as a igpe of 
potato which yields a high starch content, by 
the co-operation of the small growers, so aa to 
produce alcohol near ‘where the crops were 
grown, and, by official encouragement, had suc- 
ceeded in producing alcohol at a sufficiently low 
rate to make it a serious rival of petrol. 
France, Sweden, and Switzerland had all 0- 
moted the industry. Ireland had hitherto relied 
on cereals and imported molasses for her fer- 
mentation industries, and the lecturer considered 
for some time the problem of utilising the 
potato, artichoke, and beet for the economic 
roduction of industrial alcoho! in this sr? | 
he value of the various raw materials—starch, 
sugar, cellulose, and calcium carhbide—were com- 
pared, and an outline given of the processes 
for the saccharification of cereals by acids, 
malt, and moulds, as well as of the treatment 
of peat, wood waste, and sulphate lye, and the 
ossibilities of employing peat for alcohol pro- 
Susitels in Ireland indicated. In 1917 there 
were 4,100,000 tons of potatoes grown in Ire- 
land, and a crop available to this extent would 
vield 90,000,000 gallons of alcohol. The ques- 
tion of co-operation in obtaining supplies 
and in the securing of implemepts, such as 
motor tractors, the necessity of securing a cheap 
raw material with a high carbohydrate content, 
nad the economics of production and distribu- 
tion were all problems which required the most 
searching and thorough consideration. The 
recently formed Government Commission on 
Fuel appointed a sub-committee to deal with the 
problem of peat mainly on account of the Irish 
peat problem. That cedent might well be 
adopted by the Industrial Alcohol Commission, 
and a committee formed to deal with the pro- 
duction of alcoho! from the Irish standpoint. 
So different were the conditions in this country 
from those of England that schemes of recon- 
struction intended for Ireland must be con- 
sidered specifically for Treland rather than for 
the United Kimgdom generally, with Ireland | 
the minor partner.

the British Medical Council has prepared a 
memorandum in which the reasons why 
Ireland should be included within the 
scope of the Bill are cogently stated. It 
is pointed out that many of our local 
authorities have failed to enforce the legis- 
lation that has been passed for the pro- 
tection of the public health, with the result 
that it has “become a sad farce’’; that 
the vast majority of our medical officers 
of health are not in a position to dis- 
charge their duties to the best advantage 
of the public; that our hospital system 
(outside Dublin and Belfast) is costly and 
inefficient ; that there is no provision for 
the medical inspection and treatment of 
school children, and that a large number 
of the dispensary dépéts is unsuitable for 
the work to be done. The Council believes 
that these defects could be remedied if the 
Ministry of Health Bill, modified in cer- 
tain respects, were applied to this country. 
Its memorandum is published at an 
opportune moment, and should strengthen

The Allies’ terms for the next and final 
renewal of the armistice will be submitted 
to the Peace Conference's Committee dur- 
ing the present week.

They 
may demand also the destruction of all 
war factories which would be in excess 
of the requirements of thirty divisions.

WEXFORD SINN FEINERS’ SUGGESTIONS. 


At the meeting of the North Wexford Sinn 
Fein Executive in Enniscorthy the Secretary (Mr. 
J. Doyle) said that he understood some clubs 
in the constituency had taken no action in the 
matter of stopping hunting, as decided on at the 
last meeting. A very suceessful meeting of the 
Island Hounds had been held outside Enniscorthy 
a few days previously, and he understood no 
opposition had been offered. 

The Secretary said that Major Richards, D.L., 
Master of the Island Hounds, should not be 
allowed to hunt, as he had more than once 
shown himself hostile to Sinn Fein. 

Mr. J. Sinnott, Enniscorthy, suggested the 
poisoning of coverts and adjoining jands. 

A delegate stated that that was being done 
in many cases. 

Mr. Kelly (Ballycarney) said that where lands 
were poisoned the owners should ignore the 
police and not give them notice, but merely put 
an advertisement in the newspapers, 

Mr. Flood (Clonroche) suggested that hunting 
be permitted, provided the members of the 
Hunt clubs signed a petition demanding the 
release of the prisoners. He understood that 
the members of the Killinick Club had done 
that already. 

The Secretary said that would not be carrying 
out the orders given. Dublin Castle, he added, 
received a lot of its’inspiration from those who 
followed the hunt.

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The 7eebrugge Despatch. 


We print to-day a summary of a despatch 
by Vice-Admiral Sir Roger Keyes in which 
he gives the world the full details of that 
glorious feat of arms—the attack upon 
Zeebrugge and Ostend on St. George s Day 
of last year. For sheer audacity the 
operation was not surpassed by anything 
recorded in history, and it is doubtful 
whether even yet we realise the difficulties 
that attended it or the importance of the 
results achieved. Zeebrugge had been trans- 
formed into one of the most strongly forti- 
fied harbours in the world. The Germans 
thought that it was as impregnable as 
Heligoland itself, and it was the principal 
base ‘from which their submarines and de- 
stroyers emerged to attack Allied and

5 | President Wilson’s bold idealism by his 


geance on the leaders of the Entente, it 
is probable that M. Clemenceau would have 
been the object of their first blow. His was 
the resolute heart that, more than any 
other influence, sustained his country’s 
purpose during her time of supreme suffer- 
ing and sacrifice. Now that Germany is 
beaten, his is the clear and forceful mind 
which, more than any other influence, is 
ensuring that those sufferings and sacri- 
fices shall never be repeated. Visionaries 
in a hurry to reform the world have 
censured M. Clemenceau’s grimness and 
caution at the Peace Conference. We hold, 
on the contrary, that his attitude has done 
invaluable service to the cause of true 
M. Clemenceau was able to correct 


intimate knowledge of French history and 
of France’s needs and dangers, and by 
the intensely logical and practical quality 
of his Latin mind. The result has been a 
compromise between idealism and common- 
sense on which the nations can base a 
reasonable hope for the future of the 
world. 

M. Clemenceau has never ceased to insist 
that it was not enough to beat Germany 
in the field. She must be convinced that 
she is beaten, and she must be. made per- 
manently impotent for further mischief. 
She cannot become a safe candidate for 
the League of Nations until her moral 
guilt has been brought home to her in the 
only way that she understands—by the 
stern methods of punishment and repara- 
tion. The events of the last three months 
have confirmed the French Premier's views 
in every particular. It is only now that 
Germany is beginning to realise her defeat, 
and her process of true repentance has 
yet to begin. Until the other day the 
whole German people believed that their 
Armies had not been beaten in the field. 
They believed that they could evade the 
terms of the Allied Armistice and 
maintain their grip on Poland. They be- 
lieved that, one of these days, they could 
claim admittance to the League of Nations 
on perfectly equal terms with the vic- 
torious Allies. Finally, they believed that 
the Peace Conference would fail to recog- 
nise the fact that, under new names 
Germany is still governed by the old 
bureaucracy, the old Reichstag, and the 
old Federal Council. The first disillusion- 
ment came only five days ago, when 
Marshal Foch ordered the new Cabinet to 
fulfil immediately Germany’s promises at 
the armistice. The Cabinet “ bluffed”’ 
and whined and threatened, but found 
itself forced to submit, Herr Erzberger, 
compelled at last to speak the truth, tore 
the veil of illusion from the eyes of the 
German people. He admitted that Mar- 
shal Foch was the real master of Germany. 
He revealed for the first time the fact 
that, on November 10th of last year, the 
German Armies were so thoroughly beaten 
that the Supreme Command had tele- 
graphed to him that he must sign the 


, armistice on any terms. The Cabinet's 


unconditional surrender has made a pro. 


The storm- 
ing parties landed in face of a deadly 
fire at point-blank range, and succeeded in 
holding their positions for nearly an hour 
until the order to retire was given. A 
further damaging blow to the enemy was 
inflicted by the successful firing of an old 
submarine filled with explosives against 
the viaduct which connected the mole with 
the shore. By this means the enemy were 
prevented from rushing up reinforcements. 
The attack on Ostend was not so success- 
ful as the operations at Zeebrugge. This 
was due to the fact that the enemy had 
taken the precaution to alter the position of 
the Stroom Bank Buoy—an alteration which 
had not been noticed by our aerial scouts. 
On the 10th May, however, a further 
attempt to block Ostend Harbour was 
made, and on that occasion the Vindictive 
was sunk in such a position that only a 
comparativély small channel was open to 
the German destroyers and submarines. 
Sir Roger Keyes: writes with restraint 
about his own share in these glorious 
undertakings, but he praises freely the 
heroism and self-sacrifice of the men 
under his command. “Their work,” he 
Says of one party, “was beyond all 
praise ” ; and, knowing what was achieved, 
we can say with confidence that this is the 
verdict of the entire nation upon the con- 
duct of every individual engaged in the 
great adventure. The direct result of the 
attacks on Zeebrugge and Ostend was that 
from St. George’s Day the submarine cam- 
paign was brought under control. That was 
a matter of the first importance, but even 
more important still was the moral effect 
of the victory. The German Armies were 
at that, time hacking their way through 
to Paris and the Channel ports, and the 
people of, the Fatherland were exultant. 
The attacks came as a complete surprise 
to them, and damped their enthusiasm for 
the war to a great extent. The effect on 
the British public was to restore hope and 
confidence, and to cause them to redouble 
their efforts to secure the final victory. 


A Ministry of Health. 


The text of the Ministry of Health Bill 
is now available. Briefly, the functions 
of the new department will be to secure the 
carrying out and co-ordination of measures 
conducive to the health of the people, in- 
cluding measures for the prevention and 
cure of diseases, the treatment of mental 
and physical defects, the collection and 
preparation of information, and the train- 
ing of persons engaged in health service. 
It is proposed to transfer to the new 
Ministry certain of the powers exercised by 
the English Lecal Government Board, the 
National Insurance Commissioners, educa- 
tion authorities, and other bodies. These 
powers will be extended by Orders in 
Council as may seem necessary. Consulta- 
tive Councils, on which there will be repre- 
sentatives of both sexes, will be estab- 
lished to report on all sorts of questions 
affecting the public health. It is greatly 
to be regretted that the Government; does 


not propose to apply this measure to Ire-

tion must be made obligatory. The medica] and 
hospital services must be co-ordinated, and to- 
gether be put under the control of either—a 


special health board composed chiefly of medical 


men; or remain under the control of a depart- 
ment of the Local Government Board, reinforced 
by the addition of several medical members—to 
either of which the administration of the 


sanatorium benefit of the Insurance Act should 


be transferred.’’ The proposed remedieg include 
the appointment of a central authority directly 
responsible to Paliament; a statutory com- 
mittee; the establishment of a national, or State 
medica] service. Other alterations suggested 
refer’ to notification of infectious diseases: the 
cure and prevention of tuberculosis; provision 
for the medical inspection of school children: 
together with amendments to the laws relating 
to public health where found necessary.

Vice-Admira!l Keyes, in bis summary of the 
actions both at Zeebrugge and Ostend, writes: 

The main results achieved have proved greater 
than 1 expected when the fleet returned to port 
on the morning of the 23rd April. Aefial ob- 
servation and photographs show clearly that 
even the lighter craft in the Bruges ship-canal 
and docks have go far been upable to find en 
exit through the smaller waterways to Ostend 
Harbour, At least 23 torpedo craft have re 
mained sealed up at Bruges ever since the 
operations on St. George’s Day, and so far es 
can be seen not less than 12 submarines would 
likewise appear to be still imprisoned. As yet 
no effective steps seein to have been taken to 
clear the Zeebrugge entrance to the Bruges 
ship-canal, where the silt is shown to be collect- 
ing; and although doubtless in time the enemy 
will succeed in opening a way out, it seems 
likely that this important section of his raiding 
and commerce-destroying forces nr sae page á 
be seriously hamperod tor a considerable period. 
In addition to suffering this eubstantial injury, 
the enemy has been obliged to bring down re” 
inforcements from the Bight of Heligoland to 
Zeebrugge and Ostend. 

The preparations and training for the attack 
extended over a long period, during the latter 
portion of which (í.e., from the 23nd March) 
the Dover Patro] was sul jected to an excep- 
tional strain owing to the unprecedented trans- 
port of reinforcements to France. 

Success would have been impossible without 
the eager and yenerous co-operation of the 
Grand Fleet, she neighbouring commands and 
dockyards, and the Harwich Force.

In: order to 
guard against this, which would have meant 
the certain failure of the expedition, it was 
necessary for the patrols and air forces to show 
the utmost degree of vigilance and energy. 
There is every reason for believing that, as @ 
result of their efforts, the enemy remained up 
to the last entirely unaware of our intentions. 

In order not only that the attack might have 
a reasonable prospect of success, but that it 
might not end in disaster, various conditions 
were essential—(a) a certain estate of the tide; 
(h) calm wi (e) a more or less favourable 
direction of the wind, and (d) absence of fog, 
with, if possible, a moderate amount of hage. 
Thi f conditions (the estate of the 
tide) fixed the dat hetween which it was prac- 
ticable to make the attempt. The others it was 
not possible to reckon with in advance, owing 
to the ugicertveainty of the weather, more 
especially at that time of yegr, and also to the

The success of the Ostend enterprise was 
affected to some extent by two adverse factors: 
(1) at 12.15 a.m. the wind (N.N.E.), which seo 
far had been favourable for. purposes of the 
smoke screen, shifted into an unfavourable 
quarter (S.8.W.), thereby exposing the attack- 
ing forces to the fire of the enemy; (2) the 
buoy which marke the Channel to Ostend Har- 
bour had been moved very shortly before, un- 
known to us, to a position some 2,40U yards 
further east, eo that when Brilliant and 
Sirius found it and put their helmg to etar- 
board they ran ashore. : 

The manner in which the survivors of the 
crews of the five blocking ships and of Sub- 
marine C3 were rescued and brought away by 
volunteer crews in motor launches and a 
boat was beyond praise. 

In the course of the attack on St. George's 
Day our casualties to officers and men were 
as follows :—Killed, 176; wounded, 412; missing 
49; of the latter 35 are believed to have been 
killed. Although these casulties are light com- 
pared to those that the Army constantly suffers 
in gimilar enterprises, we have to mourn the 
loss of comrades eelected from practically every 
unit of His Majesty's eea forces. Our losses in 
ships were as followse:—H.M.8. North Star and 
motor launches Nos. 424 and 110, sunk. No 
other vessel was rendered unfit for further 
eervice.

At 11.40 p.m. the coastal motor boats detailed 
to lay the first smoke screen ran in to a very 
clog range, and proceeded to lay smoke floats, 
an by other methods produce the necessary 
“fog.” These craft came under heavy fire, 
and only their small size and great speed saved 
them from destruction. 

Vindictive-—At 11.30 p.m. the Blankenberghe 
light buoy was abeam, and the enemy had pre- 
sumably heard or seen the approaching forces, 
as many star shells were fired, lighting up the 
vicinity, but no enemy patrol craft were sighted. 
At this time the wind, which had been from 
the north-east, and therefore favourable to the 
success of the smoke screens, died away, and at 
a later passed came from a southerly direction. 
Many of the smoke floats laid just off the Mole 
extension were sunk by enemy fire, and this, in 
conjunction with the changes in the wind, les- 
sened the effectiveness of the smoke screen. 

At 11.56, the ship having just passed through 
a smoke screen, the Mole extension was geen in 
the semi-<darkness about 300 yards off on the 
port bow. Speed was increased to full, and 
course altered so that allowing for cross tide 
the ship would make good a closing course of 
45 degrees to the Mole. The Vindictive pur- 
posely withheld her fire to avoid being dis- 
covered, but almost at the moment of her 
emerging from the smoke the enemy opened 
fire. So promptly, under the orders of Com- 
mander Edward O. B. 8. Osborne, was this re- 
plied to by the port 6-inch battery, the upper 
deck pom-poms, and the gun in the fore-top, 
that the firing on both sides appeared to be al- 
most simultaneous. Captain Carpenter was 
conning the ship from the port forward flame- 
thrower hut. Lieutenant-Commander Robert R. 
Rosoman, with directions as to the handling of 
the ship should the captain be disabled, was in 
the conning tower from which the ship was 
being steered. 

At one minute after midnight on the 23rd 
April, St. George's Day—the programme time 
being midnight—the Vindictive was put along- 
side the Mole, taking gently on the special 
fenders of the port bow, and the star 
anchor was let go. At this time the nvise was 
terrific. During the previous few minutes the 
ship had been hi 
and many casualties caused. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bertram H. Elliot, D.8.0., and Major Alexander 
A Cordner, the two senior officers of the Royal 
Marine storming parties, and Captain Henry C. 
Halahan, D.S.O., commanding the naval storm- 
arties, all ready to lead the men on to 
ole, had been killed; Commander Patrick 
H. Edwards, R.N.V.R..,

As there was some doubt as to the starboard 
anchor having gone clear, the port anchor was 
dropped close to the foot of the Mole and the 
cable bowsed-to with less than a shackle out. 
A three-knot tide was running past the Mole;

the slight swell caused much movement on the 
ship. There was an interval of three or four 
minutes before Daffodil could arrive and com- 
mence to push Vindictive bodily alongside. 
During this interval the ship could not be got 
close enough for the special mole-anchors to 
hook, and it was a very trying period. Many 
of the brows had been broken by shell fire, and 
a heavy roll had broken up the foremost mole- 
The two fore- 
most, brows, however, reached the wall, and the 
naval storming parties, led in' the most gallant 
manner by Lieutenant-Commander Bryan F. 
Adams (Princess Royal), ran out along them, 
closely followed by the Royal Marines, gallantly 
led by Captain and Adjutant A. R. Chater. 


| Owing to the rolling of the ship a most discon- 


certing motion was imparted to the brows, the 
outer ends of which were “ sawing” consider- 
ably on the Mole parapet. Officers and men 
were carrying Lewis guns, bombs, ammunition, 
ete., and were under heavy machine-gun fire at 
close range; add to this a drop of feet be- 
tween the ship and the Mole, and some idea oi 
the conditions which had to be faced may be 
realised. Yet the storming of the Mole by these 
two brows, and later by two others which were 
got into position, was carried out without the 
smallest delay, and without any apparent con- 
sideration of self-preservation. 
first men on the Mole did splendid work with 
the object of hauling one of the large, mole- 
anchors across the parapet. Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Resoman assisted in this on board, en- 
couraging and directing the men with great 
coolness and ability. 

Daffodil arrived three minutes after Vindic- 
tive, closely followed by Iris II. 
less in the approach, Vindictive occupying prac- 
tically all the enemy’s attention. As aiready 
stated, Daffodil’s primary duty was to push 
Vindictive bodily on to the Mole, to enable her 
to be secured, after which Daffodil was to come 
alongside and land her parties over that ghin. 
In the end her men had to disembark from 
her bows om to Vindictive, 
essential to continue to push Vindictive on 
was magnificently carried out by her command- 
ing officer, Lieutenant: Harold G. Campbell 
(Emperor of India), who, during the 
greater part of the time, was suffering from a 
wound in the head, which for the time deprived 
him of the sight of one eye. Without the 
assistance of Daffodil very few of the storming 
parties from Vindictive could have been landed 
or re-embarked, and the greatest credit is due 
to Mr. Campbell for the skilful manner in which 
he handled his ship. 

The landing from Irig II. was even more try- 
ing. The scend alongside made her bump 
heavily, and rendered the use of the scaling 
ladders very difficult, many being broken up.

On board the Vindictive the foremost 7.5-inch 
Howitzer’s Marine crew were all killed or 
wounded in the very early part of the action 
A naval crew from a 6-inch gun took their place, 
and were almost entirely wiped out. At this 
period the ship was being hit every few seconds 
chiefly in the upper works, from which the 
splinters caused many casualties. It was diffi- 
cult to locate the guns which were doing the 
most damage; but Lieutenant Charles N. B. 
Rigby, R.M.A., with his Royal Marines in the 
foretop, WwE up & continuous fire with pom- 
poms and Lewis guns, changing rapidly from 
one tar et to another. Two eavy sheils made 
direct hits on the foretop, killin Lieutenant 
Rigby and killing or disablin in the top 
except Sergeatit N. A. Finch, who, though 
severely wounded, continued firing till the top 
was wrecked by another heavy chell.

menced. The hawser parted almost at once, 
but the ship’s~head was clear enough to allow 
her to roceed at full speed, with 
helm hard-a-port, under cover of her 
own smoke screen. A _ Iluarge bumpkin 
made of her own mainmast, rigged out 
over the Vindictive’s port quarter, and taking 
against the wall, protected the port screw, 
which nevertheless hung up two of three times, 
being probably fouled by the débris of the 
brows. The Vindictive reached Dover soon after 
8 a.m. on the 23rd. 

‘LIEUTENANT HENDERSON’S BRAVERY. 

Some of the proceedings of Iris Ll. have 
been reported in connection with the storming 
of the Mole, and the rest may be told here. 
Shortly after leaving the Mole she came under 
a very heavy fire from the Mole and shore 
batteries, being hit ten times by small shell 
and twice by large ones.

confident and cheerful until hig very heroic 
spirit passed. 
SINKING OF THE VINDICTIVE. 

In his despatch on the operationg of 10th 
May, when renewed attempts were made to 
block the Ostend-Bruges Canal by sinking the 
Vindictive therein, Vice-Admira] aa writes: 

It had been Commander Godsal’s intention 
to ram the western pier with the object of 
swinging the ship across the channe] under 
port helm, a mancuvre that would have been 
greatly assisted by the tide, which was setting 
ronal through the piers to the eastward. It 
would ‘appear that when the Vindictive 
eventually found the entrance she was too close 
to the eastern pier to use port helm without 
risk of grounding broadside on, is would 
account for Commander Godeal’s order “ hard 
a starboard” a few seconds before he was 
killed. The Vindictive was thus committed to 
starboard helm when the command devolved on 
Lieutenant Crutchley, who very promptly put 
the port ye oly to full speed astern.

ITS WORK IN THE WAR. 


There was recently closed down in Dablin a 
branch of the Ministry of Munitions that is al.

Its 
work, while not strictly secret, was hedged 
round with elaborate precautions, justified by 
the importance of its results to t fighting 

ts object was to ensure the greatest pos- 

sible degree of security in the munitions sup- 
plied by the various factories, controlled or 
otherwise; and it implied the raising of a vast 
sar of workers trained in the examination of 
shells, ange? yoda fuses, and every variety of 
NEE of war. á 

is ost unpossible to realise the magni- 
tude of the work of the Inspection Depertennad. 
which took every separate unit of hundreds of 
millions of shells, gauged it with many gauges, 
and submitted it to various tests ore t- 
ing it or rejecting it for active service. Gaugin 
itself means infinitesimal accuracy, the limits of 
all gauges lying between thousandths: of an 
inch; go that when it was recently announced 
that, out of two million shells fired in a certain 
sector, only one shell was found defective, the 
value of inspection spoke for itself.
